Artificial Sunlight 


Orchids, by a treatment evolved by botanists at Cornell 


University, have teen made to mature two years sooner than 
under natural conditions. The plants are "bottle fed" on su°"ar 
and salts, the seeds having been planted in sterilized tubes five 
years ago. Micro-organisms which ordinarily retard plant 
growth were - eliminated and an eventual result of perfect 
germination is predicted. 


The orchid is one of the most costly, as well as one of the 


most difficult, of all plants'to-produce. It is essentially the 
flower of the wealthy for its prohibitive price makes it a stran- 
ger to the poor. But under the skillful handling of science the
